confidence in the Christianity of bltweholding 
nnd pro-slavery churches, nnd that while the 
church sanctioned or tolerated slavery, 
could exert no moral influence over three 
millions of stares. Ho described tho main 
features of tho fugitive ilnve law. 
This lav 


was tho legitimate fruit of the current religion 
of this country. If shivery is tukcn into th 
bosom of the church, and invited to the com 
munion table, why may it not lighlfully du 
mnnd protection from tho government, th 
enactment of the fugitive slave law, nnd it 
enforcement by tho Executive power. What 
ever is worthy of Christian baptism, has th 
(strongest right to tho amplest protection of f 
Christian government. 
We should not see! 


to repeal the fugitive slave law, if wo inlen 
to lot slavery dwell with us, in tho churcli 
He would assort, as an axiom, that tho politi 
cal morality of a country never can rise nbov 
tho standard of its current religion.

slavery; i There aro no ilayeholdcrs in them.
